Held  In  Church 

This  play  tells  the  story  of  four 
soldiers  imprisoned  in  a cathe- 
dral in  an  enemy  country  during 
a war.  Playing  the  soldiers  will 
be  Rue  C.  Johnson,  Bill  Demos, 
and  Joe  Bentley,  Provo,  and  Noel 
Quinn,  Idaho  Falls. 

While  confined  the  problems 
of  the  men  are  magnified  in  a 
struggle  to  understand  them- 
selves and  the  world  around 
them.  Most  of  the  action  comes 
in  four  dream  sequences,  in 
which  the  prisoners  demonstrate 
their  individual  responses  to  the 
events  taking  place.  The  immed- 
iate surroundings  suggest  Bib- 
lical characters  and  each  man 
sees  himself  and  his  companions 
as  various  characters  from  the 
Old  Testament  in  a similar  situ- 
ation. 

Four  Dreams 

The  attempted  murder  of  one 
soldier  by  another  is  seen  in  suc- 
cessive dreams  as  the  story  of 
Cain  and  Abel,  David  and  Ab- 
salom, and  Abraham  and  Isaac. 

The  whole  situation  in  which 
the  men  find  themselves  is  sum- 
med up  by  the  fourth  dream 
which  tells  the  story  of  Shadrac, 

Mesh^c,  and  Abednego  in  the 
fiery  furnace. 

“A  Sleep  of  Prisoners”  was 
originally  written  for  the  Fes- 
tival of  Britain  and  is  considered 
by  many  critics  to  be  Fry’s  most 
mature  play.  Director  of  the 
BYU  production  is  Dr.  Harold  I.

And  so  begins  another  typical  day  for  Marlene  Richmond  and 
Leonard  E.  Christensen,  full-time  employees  in  the  Lost  and  Found 
office,-  located  in  the  south  end  of , the  Press  building  with  the 
Security  Office. 

100  Daily  Arrivals 

Every  day  from  50  to  100  lost 
and  found  articles  are  turned  in 
by  custodians  and  students.  Each 
article  is  tagged  with  a pink  slip 
bearing  the  date,  the  name  of 
the  owner,  if  known,  where  it 
was  found  and  by  whom.  Then 
part  of  the  tag  is  filed  away  and 
the  article  is  stored  on  one  of 
the  many  shelves  or  hangers  or 
in  a box  or  drawer. 

Findings  range  from  buttons 
to  overcoats,  studentbody  cards, 
books,  cameras,  fingernail  files, 
glasses,  hats,  lipstick,  umbrellas, 
keys,  trousers,  shoes,  purses,  ' 
socks,  gloves,  tennis  rackets, 
jewelry,  shirts,  jackets,  skirts, 
sweaters,  shoe  clips,  suspenders, 
and  toy  monkeys.

We  are  sure,  however,  that  Dr.  Isaksen  will  create  a place 
of  his  own  among  the  students,  and  we  feel  certain  that  his  par- 
ticular talents  will  enable  him  to  fill  the  position  as  effectively 
as  any  of  his  predecessors.

LITTLE  EXPLANATION 

When  Dr.  Henry  Isaksen  takes  over  his  post  in  the  Student  Co- 
ordinator’s office,  he  will  also  assume  membership  on  the  Special 
Services  committee.  This  committee  works  under  the  direction  of 
Dean  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  and  the  organizational  pattern  of  special  ser- 
vices is  being  adopted  by  som.e  of  the  major  universities  of  the 
nation. 

The  plan  was  conceived  in  1945  at  Brigham  Young  University 
by  Dean  Lloyd,  with  the  cooperation  of  President  Howard  S.  Mc- 
Donald, and  has  continued  to  grow  under  the  present  University 
administration. 

In  contrast  to  many  schools,  where  student  personnel  services 
are  inadequately  organized,  Brigham  Young  University  has  instituted 
a system  under  which  such  student  services  as  health,  the  Coordina- 
tor of  Student  Organizations,  attendance  and  scholarship,  publica- 
tions, student  employment  and  so  on,  are  organized  separately,  with 
chairmen  reporting  to  the  Dean  of  Students  council.  Included  in  this 
group  is  the  studentbody  president. 

This  committee,  consisting  of  fourteen  members,  is  charged  with 
the  administration  of  all  special  services  offered  to  students.  The 
members  devote  a large  percentage  of  their  time  to  committee  ac- 
tivities and  duties,  and  due  to  the  nature  of  the  plan,  students  here 
benefit  from  what  has  proven  to  be  a model  coordinating  body  be- 
tween out  of  classroom  student  .needs,  and  other  academic  emphasis 
ot  the  University.

BYU  Split  On  Athletics; 
Favors  Eisenhower,  U.N.

Brigham  Young  University  students -and  faculty  members  are 
divided  on  the  issue  of  BYU  athletic  emphasis,  feel  that  the  Eisen- 
nower  administration  is  doing  a good  job,  and  strongly  support  the 
United  Nations. 

Such  were  the  results  of  a campus-wide  survey  of  university 
students  and  faculty  members  taken  by  Dr.  Oliver  Smith’s  Public 
Opinion  Poll  class  from  Nov.  16-24.  A cross-section  sample  of  the 
campus  was  obtained  with  224  students  being  personally  inter- 
viewed, and  responding  with  mail  questionnaires.  Twenty-seven, 
faculty  members  answered  the  question  through  the  mail. 

Emphasis  Divided 

Expressing  their  opinions  a;-,  to  whether  or  not  “BYU  is  placing 
too  much  emphasis  or  not  enough  emphasis  on  intercollegiate 
athletics,”  6.6%  felt  that  there  was  too  much  emphasis,  42%  thought 
that  it  was  about  right  while  21.1%  maintained  that  there  was  not 
enough  emphasis  placed  on  BYU  athletics.  The  mail  questionnaire 
and  the  faculty  opinion  closely  paralleled  the  above  personal  inter- 
view results. 

The  composite  answers  seemed  to  indicate  a high  student  and 
faculty  Interest  in  BYU  athletic  affairs.  This  interest  was  most  like- 
ly accelerated  by  the  recent  revising  of  the  Mountain  States  Athletic 
Code  and  is  subsequent  effect  on  BYU  as  reported  in  previous 
issues  of  the  Universe. 


Ike  and  His  Job 

In  answer  to  the  question,  “Do  you  feel  that  the  Eisenhower 
administration  is  doing  a good  job  or  poor  job  of  running  the 
country  at  the  present  time?”  79.1%  of  the  students  personally 
interviewed  felt  that  he  was.  Eighty-one  and  seven  tenths  percent 
of  those  who  answered  the  mail  questionnaire  liked  the  job  he  was 
doing  while  the  faculty  response  leaned  to  the  Republican  side  of 
the  ledger  and  gave  Eisenhower  88.9%  of  their  votes. 

Eighty-eight  and  seven  tenths  percent  of  the  students  felt  that 
the  United  Nations  had  helped  solve  any  problems  or  conflicts  which 
were  threats  to  the  peace  of  the  world  and  were  closely  supported 
by  the  faculty  which  polled  88.9%  in  favor  of  the  UN. 

When  questioned  as  to  whether  they  felt  that  “the  UN  was  an 
asset  to  the  United  States  in  tne  conflict  of  power  with  the  USSR, 
74%  of  the  students  but  only  63%  of  the  faculty  admitted  that  they 
thought  the  UN  was  an  advantage.

Cougar  Cagers  Break  Losing  Streak 


With  Wins  Over  Pioneers,  Lobos 


After  winning  over  Denver 
81-58  Friday  night,  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Cougars 
chalked  up  conference  win  num- 
ber two  Saturday  .night  by  over- 
powering the  New  Mexico  Lobos 
76-63  before  6,000  Cougar  fans. 

Friday  night,  the  Denver  Pio- 
neers gave  the  favored  Cats  a 
lot  of  unexpected  trouble — until 
Tom  Karren,  along  with  the  Cou- 
gar clan,  caught  fire  in  the  sec- 
ond quarter.  For  the  Pioneers, 
guard  Glen  Buse  kept  connecting 
with  long  shots  while  Keith  Pat- 
ton scored  consistently  on  drive- 
ins  to  keep  the  Cougars  off  bal- 
ance and  gain  a 17-15  first  period 
lead. 

This,  however,  set  the  stage 
for  a turn  of  events  as  the  Cats’ 
nifty  center-forward  combination 
of  Tom  Karren,  Nick  Mateljan 
and  Dean  Larsen  started  func- 
tioning and  by  the  end  of  the 
first  half  had  ‘jumpshot’  their 
way  to  a 37-27  margin. 


In  the  third  quarter  the  Cou- 
gars’ attack  gained  momentum 
on  Nick  Mateljan’s  hook  shots 
and  Larsen's  Drive-ins,  and  by 
the  last  period  the  first-stringers 
were  retired  to  the  bench  while 
the  reserves  continued  to  please 
the  crowd. 

In  the  New  Mexico  game,  the 
Lobos  scored  first  to  start  a tilt 
that  was  sometimes  ragged  and 
cometimes  well  played.  By  the 
time  five  minutes  in  the  first 
period  had  passed,  Karren,  Ma- 
teljan and  Larsen  all  hit  nicely 
to  send  BYU  to  an  18-6  lead. 
From  here  the  pattern  was  set, 
and  they  kept  going  to  build  up 
a 23-11  first  quarter  margin. 

Lobos  Threaten 

The  Lobos  threatened  the  Cou- 
gars twice  in  the  second  quarter 
to  shorten  the  gap  at  one  time 
to  36-30  on  Roybal’s  jump  shots 
and  a series  of  foul  shots.  The 
New  Mexicans’  efforts  proved 
to  be  in  vain,  however,  as  Lewis 


hit  a long  two-handed  set  'shot, 
Larsen  made  a drive  in  and  Ma- 
teljan tanked  two  free  throws  to 
send  the  Cougars  into  a 42-33 
halftime  lead. 

In  the  opening  minutes  of  the 
second  half  Larsen  and  Karren 
took  over  scoring  chores  to  rush 
the  Cats  ahead  50-36;  and  by 
the  mid-point  of  the  third  period 
Coach  Watts  inserted  his  re- 
serves. Roybal,  the  Lobo’s  jump- 
shot  artist,  was  the  game’s  high 
scorer  with  22,  while  Larsen  cop- 
ped 20  for  the  Cats.
